So, here are the first two numbers of the Bulletin, in 
one volume, promised to our members since September 
last, but delayed owing to reasons beyond our control. 
Nevertheless we are sorry for the delay, and offer our 
apologies to all our constituents. For the present the 
Bulletin will be published twice a year till the finances 
of the Association improve and we are in a position to 
have four 15593 a year. The next issue of the Bulletin 
will be published in June, 1938, which will contain 
among other items, a selected list of Bengali books 
published during the year 1937. 

It would be to us no matter of surprise or condem- 
nation if the first two numbers of the Bulletin are 
considefed to fall short of expectations of our members 
and friends. In fact we are conscious of our short- 
comings, but we can say that within our resources, 
financial and otherwise, we strove to do our best and

SUMMER COURSE OF TRAINING IN 
LIBRARIANSHIP 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found a short report 
of the last Summer Course of Training in Librarianship 
conducted by the Association. 
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A revision of the Training Syllabus will shortly be 
‘be taken up, and the revised syllabus shall come into 
force at the next Summer Course. The Association 
is also feeling the necessity of having an uniform 
‘syllabus for the whole province, and the revised sylla- 
‘bus will be drawn up with that end in view, While 
considering that there is ample scope and sufficient 
need for district branches organising training centres, 
the Association thinks at the same time that training 
should, atleast for a few years to come, be cofined 
mostly, if not exclusively, to practising librarians, and 
that all training centres should follow the syllabus as 
daid down by the Association to ensure an uniform 
practice in cataloguing, classification amd adminis- 
stration throughout the province.

TRAINING IN LIBRARIANSHIP. 


An one month course of training in the essentials 
ef Librarianship was opened by Mr. W. C. Wordsworth 
at the Asutosh College on 30th April last under the 
Directorship of Dr. Niharranjan Ray, at. A. (Cal.), D. Lett. 
and Phil. ( Leiden). Dip. Lib. ( Lond.). Dr. Ray was 
assisted in the work of teaching by an well-equipped staff 
which consisted of the following :

“BENGAL LIBRARY CONFERENCE 
` SHORT PROCEEDINCS 7 


_A Library Conference with ‘a Library Exhibition as its 
adjunct was held on the occasion of the last Annual General 
Meeting*of the Bengal Library Assciation, on July 24 and 
25 last, at the Asutosh Hall, Calcutta University. About a 
hundred members of the Association and forty delegates 
from different district boards, municipalities, schools, 
colleges and other institutions attended, Besides, a good 
number: of-prominent educationsts and public men of the 
province also attended and participated in the discussions.

24th July: Morning 38: 


Mr. W. 0. Wordsworth, Chairman of the Reception 
Committee in course of his address gave an interesting 
account of the growth of the library movement ‘in 
‘England. He said that in England owing to the develop- 
ment of opinion during the second half of the nineteenth 
century, a,library was regarded as a necessity for a town 
of any size, and village needs were considered by travelling 
book vans, periodical book boxes, and other contrivances, 

.. London .can even talk of libraries that are out of date. 
‘Yet the first public libraries in England, set up by .an 
Act of the ‘60s, did not permit the money raised from 
the penny rate it sanctioned to be epent on books. It 
could be spent on anything else. Books could be presented 
by the citizens, 

The Act received many Heaton, but not till well 
into this century was the rate limit abolished and muni- 
cipal authorities allowed to do as they pleased. It was 
worth noting that public libraries were: deyelaped in 
England not, as. an interest of the Department of Educa- 
tion, but as a piece of local self-government.. ...  .,. 

: The history of the movement should recognize the 
work of Edwards,.once of the. British’ Museum, who had 
a great deal to do with persuading the Government. to 
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pass the first legislation, and Brown, the librarian of 
Clerkenwell, who had the pioneering courage to abolish 
old obstructive methods of work and throw open his. ` 
shelves to the ratepayers who were the owners of the books. 

The National Central Library deserved attention ; 
by arrangement with other libraries it made available 
nearly 6,000,000 books for readers all over the country. 

Any sarvey of great libraries would include reference 
to the fine new University Library at Cambridge, with 
its 12 floors, 157 feet book-tower, and 40 miles of steel - 
book-cases ; to the new Bodleian at Oxford, just begun, 
to new libraries in other university centres and to some 
admirable public libraries. 

India was only beginning to be conscious of the need 
of good libraries. This Association would help to spread 
a consciousness of the need. ` 

He urged his audience to remember that libraries 
collected books for use, and that the chief duty of a 
librarian was to make his books useful. He must 
encourage the public to use what he kept for them. 


Dr. Nibarranjan Ray then explained the scheme of 
the Conference, 


Mr. Palin Krishna Chatterjee next presented his 
preliminary Survey Report of the Libraries of Calcutta 
and Howrah. His report covered only a small part of 
of; the survey of library work in the province initiated by 
the Association. The main points in his observations. 
-were as follows : 
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Free Public Library unknown. All on subscription 
basis. No library rate. No enlightened library policy- 
Libraries ‘mostly dependent on conditional grants 

+ from Corporation and Municipalities. How these 
grants are recommended. Defects: No regular 
inspection by municipal authorities. Locations not 
planned. Libraries are not included in the general 
educational programme. In most cases grants are 
mere distributions of patronage for individual and 
group interests. Book collections disproportionate. 
Fiction preponderates. No attempt at creating 
demands. Meagre attempts at co-ordinating value 
and volume of demand. Proportion of various classes 
of literature as laid down by municipal authorities 
defective and needs careful revision by technical 
experts. "Want of reliable lists for book-selection.. 
Reference books unknown. Dealers’ Catalogues, 
the only source. Insufficient stocks. Modern methods 
of library administratian practically unknown. No 
systematic scheme of classification and cataloguing. 
Library personnel consists! mostly of honorary 
workers. Larger establishments have paid clerks. 
Proper training in scientific methods „practically 
unknown. Professional training is at a discount, Aims. 
and ideals of modern librarianship are not understood. 


Wanted a thought-out scheme. A Library Act 
needed for levying a small rate within larger municipal 
areas. Amalgamation of libraries receiving grants 
in a particular ward into Ward Lihraries to be- 
controlled and administered directly by the municipal 
authorities. For Calcutta, there may be at least a 
Central Municipal District Library in each of the four 
districts to begin with, A Standing Library Committee. 
A Library Inspectorate. Paid Librarians and staff. 
Insistence on professional training. A Certificate or

Diploma in Librarianship, an essential pre-requisite. 
Uniform system of classification and cataloguing. 
Inter-library loans. Out of the way localities to be 
served by delivery stations. Cooperation with the 
Education Department. 


Mr. Sanat Kumar Roy Chowdhury in declaring the 
“Library Exhibition open remarked that the Corporation of 
Calcutta distributed an annual grant-in-aid of over 50,000 
“rupees to about 200 public libraries in the city with a 
total stock of over half-a-million volumes and 25,000 
members. He admitted the necessity of an improved and 
-well-organised library service for the city, and recognised 
‘that the Bengal Library Association might render help 
to the Corporation in that respect. As to the proposal 
of having a Central Municipal Library for Calcutta, he 
thought that there was not much demand for it at the 
present moment ; but he assured his audience that the 
moment such a demand would make itself felt, the 
Corporation would have no other alternative than to 
respond, +

Certificates of proficiency were then distributed by the 
Hon’ble Mr, A. K. Fazlul Huq, President of the Conference 
to the successful candidates at the last qualifying examina~ 
tion of the Summer Course of Training in Librarianship. 


Ths Hén’ble My. A. K. Fazlul: Huq, -the President of 
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the Conference, then delivered his address, At the very 
outset he stressed the very important part which libraries 
can play in spreading education among the masses. 

The Premier confessed that he had little knowledge of 
the Library movement in this province. But he had come 
to realize the potentiality of the movement when he had 
visited Bogra where the movement had strack root through 
the efforts and backing of the District Magistrate and 
where libraries had been established in many villages, -~ 

There he had found libraries largely patronized by 
village people. Even those who were illiterate came to 
- the libraries and got people who were literate to read out 
to them. 

They even paid for the purchase of books for these 
libraries. He, however, noticed one drawback in these 
village libraries. They stocked very few books in the 
vernacular and their collection mainly consisted of English 
fiction, drama and poetry, sometimes of a questionable 
character. 

This was to be attributed to the fact that there was no 
proper control over the nature of the collection of books 
in these libraries, In order to make the libraries useful 
and efficient, means had to be devised so that no unde- 
sirable literature got into them. 

Moreover, in stocking books for a library, regard 
should be paid to the*class of readers that it was meant to 
eater for and care should be taken to collect books not of 
general knowledge only but also those which dealt with 
public questions. i 


The Premier said that the Library movement had great 
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potentiality and deserved encouragement, He asssured 
the organizers that he would be always ready to help the 
movement in whatever way he could. 

In conclusion, he paid a tribute to Kumar Munindra 
Deb Rai Mahasai, for the enthusiasm with which he had 
propagated the movement in Bengal. 


The session terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
‘Chair. i

‘Dr, Nibairanjan Ray, University. Librarian, Calcutta 
University, then spoke at gome length on the same subject. 
elucidating»and- elaborating. the main problems that face 
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our College ‘Libraries and Librarians, and suggesting 
lines of improvement and creative work. : The main 
points ‘covered by his’ speech may be summarised as 
“follows : |

Present conditions most unsatisfactory. Ar 
enlightened policy hitherto unknown. New light 
dawning on University and College authorities. The 
Calcutta University Library: The Asutosh College 
Library: Bankura College Library : The Serampore 
College Library. But this is meagre, Wanted a 
well thought-out co-ordinated scheme. The University 
should take the initiative. First item in re-orga- 
nisation: trained librarians and library assistants. 
Wanted a school of librarianship organised by the 
‘University. Insistence on having atleast one Diplomed 
Librarian and trained Library Assistants. Their status, 
pay and responsibility. Librarians & Library Commi- 
ttees. Book-selection. Second item : library planning 
and general routine work and administration ; needed 
a modem outlook. Third item: cataloguing and 
classification. Problem of co-operative cataloguing 
etc. Library co-operation work. Bibliographical work 
in the two University ‘Libraries. Wanted a copy-right 
law for the province. University and Bangiya 
Sahitya Parishad should be depositories. Regular ins- 
pection of College libraries. Co-ordination by the 
University. 


A very lively discussion then ensued in which Principal 
Ball of the Bankura College, Mr..A. K. Chanda, the then 
Principal, David: Hare Training College and formerly offe, 
Director of Public Instruction, Dr. Satyananda. Roy, 'Prin- 
cipal Corporation Teachers’ Training College, Mr. Humayun 
Kabir of Calentta University and Dr. Nibarranjan. Ray 
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took part, The discussion mainly centred round the 
following topics: co-ordination of school and college 
library work, book-selection, open-access system, reference 
work, cataloguing and classification work and library 
planning. 


25th July : After-noon Session 


Dr. Niharranjan Ray read out a number of reports 
received from district authorities regarding library provi- 
sions within their respective jurisdictions, Valuable and 
interesting reports were received from Midnapur, Chitta- 
gong, Dinajpur, Dacca, Darjeeling, Rangpur, Burdwan, 
Bogra, Noakhali, Howrah, Mursidabad, Barisal, Bankura, 
Birbhum, Hooghly, Rajsahi, Jessore, Jalpaiguri, Nadia and 
Khulna, The report from Bogra, supplied by the Collector 
of the district, Mr. T. I. M. Nurannabi Choudhuri, I. C. S, 
is published elsewhere in the Bulletin as representing the 
general grade of library provision in other districts of the 
province, Extracts from the report received from Midnapur 
and supplied by Mr. B. R. Sen, I. C. S., the District 
Magistrate and Collector, are also published as giving 
the early history of one of the oldest public library 
in a mofussil town of the province. 


A distussion was then initiated on “Rural and 
Small Urban Libraries", by Mr. Pramil Chandra Bose, 
B. A, Asst, Librarian, Calcutta University, with a 
paper on the subject. Basing his observations on his 
personal experiences on survey work in the district of 
Hooghly, Mr. Bose gave an illuminating description of 
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library provisions in rural and small urban areas and the 
problems that face such libraries, The main points covered 
by his paper may be summarised as follows : 


Necessity of establishing a regular system of rural 
library service. Number of libraries not negligible 
when percentage of literacy is taken into consideration, 
No library law which is the only remedy. Modern & 

-> efficient administrative methods should be gradually 
introduced. Wanted suitable arrangements at con- 
venient centres for training in modern library methods. 
Local bodies should co-operate with the Bengal 
Library Association. Branches, delivery stations and 
travelliog library systems. The Baroda example. 
Co-operation and co-ordination among, libraries of a 
sub-division and district. Library publicity work. 
Library extension work. Children’s Departmental 
Libraries. Co-operation with other rural agencies and 
institutions. Unequal regional distribution. ‘Mutual 
rivalry and jealousy. 


Mer. Bose’s paper was taken up for a general diseussion 
together with the reports of library work supplied by 
district authorities and the preliminary survey report of 
Mr. Pulin Krishna Chatterjee. A number of members and 
delegates took part in the discussion in course of which 
grievances and difficulties experienced by ‘librarians and 
library authorities in rural and small sarban areas were 
given expression to. 

Mr, W. C. Wordsworth, in his concluding speech, 
thanked all who worked towards the success of the Con- 
ference, He hoped that suggestions emanating from the 
Conference would be duly considered by the Council of the 
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Associdtion and very attempt will be made to give effect. 
to them, ‘He stressed that a strong public opinion should: 
be formed in favour of having a Central Municipal ‘Library 
in Caleutta, and District Municipal Libraries in all district 
municipal towns. 

The proceedings of the Conference terminated with a 
modest social at which members and delegates were treated 
‘to light refreshments: A group photograph was also taken. 


LIBRARY PROVISIONS IN BENGAL. 
Address by Kumar Munindra Deb Rai Mahasai, 


President, Bengal Library Association.

REORGANISATION OF LIBRARIES, 


We have received information of over 1,250 libraries 
in Bengal, both public and institutional. The Bengal 
Library Association aims to re-organise them on a scienti- 
fic basis, place them under trained librarians and create æ 
healthy atmosphere conducive to the growth of a habit for 
reading right type of books, With this end in view the 
Book List Committee of the Association are engaged in 
the prepration of lists of recommended books which will 
be published in. the Bulletin of the Association. The 
Association also opened a Summer Coarse of Training for 
` Library Workers in May last under the Directorship of 
Dr. Niharranjan Ray, Chief Librarian of Calcutta 
University. He was assisted by nine other lecturers, The 
Premier will distribute certificates to the successful stu- 
dents of the Training Class this afternoon. 


UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES. | é 


Of the libraries in the province may be first mentioned. 
the University Libraries. In number of volames, the 
Calcutta University heads the list of all other Universities 
in India. In 1985, the books numbered 130,871. Our 
best thanks are due to the present Vice-Chancellor Mr. 
‘Shyamaprasad Mookerjee for his laudable effort in 
re-organising 1.) but I think it would have been a welcome 
move had it been, possible to locate it in a modern and 
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apto-date library building instead of cramming it in the 
block added to the top floor of the Asutosh Building. In 
Madras, they have recently constructed a splendid library 
building based on modern conception of such structures 
with up-to-date equipments and the use of this library 
is not confined to University students alone, but is 
also open to the public. The Dacca University Library 
with a book resource of 78, 918 in 1984-35 has got better 
accomodation and its Librarian Mr. Monoranjan Ray is 
trying to administer it on modern lines, The Visva- 
Bharati Library is progressing satisfactorily uuder its able 
Librarian, Mr. Probhat Kumar Mukerjeo, It is located 
in a nice building with pleasant surroundings. It, however, 
seemed strange that the Library so closely associated witir 
Dr. Rabindranath Tagore should lack in the number of 
Bengali books. I hope our authors will come forward! 
with their works to fill up the shelves of the Visva-Bharatr 
Library. 


COLLEGE LIBRARIES. 


But here in Bengal, professionally trained librarians 
had, till recently, no place in the Government and non- 
official eolleges. Before the recent re-organisation the 
Calcutta University Library fared no better. If academi- 
cally distinguished young men with necessary training in 
library science are placed in charge of college libraries and 
-modern methods are adopted, they would, no doubt, 
bring with them increasing efficiency in library service to 
a considerable extent. Open access, at least to the Reference 
Section, should be adopted everywhere. 
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SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


The school libraries in Bengal are not at all attractive ; 
rather they scare away readers. With a view to improve 
this deplorable state of things, Mr. Ranganathan, the 
indefatigable University Librarian of Madras has inaugu- 
rated Christmas Course of Training with sixty teachers since 
1984. I happened to be present during its inauguration. 
Some such course should be attempted here for the 
development of our School Libraries. Paucity of fands 
stand in the way of adding fresh stock of books which 
are indispensable for the betterment of library conditions 
in this province. All High & Middle English Schools . 
have their libraries ; but these are not properly maintained. 
Change of Stock is needed to popularise them. The 
students should be taught how to use the library, 
specially the reference section. In the West local public 
libraries supply fresh stock of books on loan to Schools. 
and Colleges. Some such arrangement may help to. 
increase the usefalmess and popularity of our School 
Libraries. | ° 


PRIMARY SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Few primary schools in Bengal have gob library 
worth the name. Even in Calcutta Corporation Schools, 
no provision is made for librarigs, The” Education 
Officer of Calcatta may do something in this direction. 
Illustrated juvenile literature easily attract young folks 
and create a love for ‘books and a healthy : reading; 
habit. Seeded 5 | : 
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INTER-LENDING OF BOOKS. 


Institutional libraries should allow loan of books among 
themselves. Inter-lending of books among. different libraries 
should be arranged which if properly conducted would 
effect economy. The change-of stock would increase the ` 
number of readers. 


HOSPITAL LIBRARIES. 


There is no provision for library service in most 
hospitals of Bengal. The therapeutic effects of right - 
sort of books on patients, specially on convalascents or 
those suffering from mental troubles, have been admitted 
by the medical world and there is scarcely any hospital 
in the West ‘where there is no provision of libraries for 
patients. In India, Madras has taken the lead and 
voluntary efforts are being made to provide the hospitals 
with suitable books and magazines. Volunteers collect 
used books from the residents which they stock in the 
University Library where book packets are prepared and 
sent to different hospitals regularly. For illiterate patients, 
volunteers go about the hospitals and read out interesting 

' books to them. Our Association sometime ago arranged 
a lecture by Dr. S. K. Mukherjee for the purpose. A 
proposal is on foot to appoint a representative Committee 
to go into the matter. 


JAIL LIBRARIES. ` 


After much discussion in the local Legislative Council 
for several years during Budget debate, Government 
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made a provision of Rs. 1,000/- only last year for Jail 
Libraries in Bengal which „will be continued for about 


‘another 8 years, Thisis a move in the right direction 


and I hope under the new constitution the Minister-in- 
Charge of Jails will make adequate provision for Jail 
Libraries, Literate prisoners consider intellectual starvation 
as an additional punishment. 


LOCAL BODIES & LIBRARIES. 
There is now no legal bar to local bodies such as the 


“ District and Union Boards to make adequate provision 


for libraries within their respective Jurisdictions. The 
Hooghly District Board was the first to make provision 
‘for libraries and an Union Board in that district first led 
the way. Since then some District and Union Boards have 
“evinced interest in libraries and made provision for grants- 
in-aid ; but many others failed to make any provision 
at all, It is, however, gratifying to note that some 


‘ municipalities are making provision for increased grants to 


libraries. This is as it should be. Inthe West municipal 
authorities think it their primary duty to maintain 
suitable libraries for rate-payers. In Spain, J saw several 
municipal libraries in Madrid, Salamanca, Seville and 
Barcelona as also small free library booths attached to 
‘Parks. In Bengal, Narayanganj and Chittagong have 
got municipal libraries though these are not free. The 
‘Northbrook Hall Library of Dacea' "has been recently 
taken over by the municipality. But no attempt has yet 

n made ‘to reorganise it on modern lines. 1 should 
like to ask the Minister for Local Self-Government to 
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help this movement by making the local bodies iuclading- 
the Union Boards more interested in libraries, 


PUBLIC LIBRARY CENTENARY. 


Of the public libraries in Bengal, the Calcutta Public 
Library transformed into the Imperial Library or rather 
made the nucleus for its formation by Viceroy Curzon 
is perhaps the oldest library in the province. Only æ 
year back our Association celebrated the Public Library 
centenary. 


MIDNAPORE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Next perhaps comes the Midnapore Publie Library , 
which was founded 85 years ago in 1852. Mr. B. R. Sen, 
I. C. S. the District Magistrate of Midnapore has supplied 
us with a very interesting history of the library. * 

So far names of about 900 public libraries have been 
collected through the kind assistance of the District 
Magistrates and Chairmen of the local bodies ; but many 
‘more are still to be traced. 


BOGRA PALLI-MANGAL LIBRARIES. 


The reports of libraries which we have received from 
District Magistrates contain much usefal information. 
The Report of Mr. T. I. M. Nurannabi Chaudhari, I. C.8., 
Collector of Bogia is very enconraging.s He is very 
enthusiastic about the formation of Palli Mangal Samiti

opened 1, 500 night sthools in the district, 

‘We are thankful to Mr. Nurannabi Chaudhuri for- 
the personal interest he is taking to further the library 
movement in his district and to the organisers of the- 
Palli-mangal Samities for their laudable efforts in the 
liquidation of illiteracy by the opening of night schools 
and the starting of libraries as an antidote for lapsing to- 
illiteracy. They are setting an excellent example which 
other districts should emulate and follow. The opening of 
night schools and libraries are the best and easiest method. 
for combating illiteracy. i 


BRAHMANBARIA CIRCULATING LIBRARY. 


Mr. S. N. Ray, I. C. S., District Magistrate, Tippera, 
thus says about tbe Circulating Library organised at 
Brabmanbaria :— 


“An interesting attempt at diffusion of general 
knowledge among the rural population is being made by 
the Brahmanbaria Co-operative Rural Reconstruction 
Society Ltd, by means of a Circulating Library. It 
has a stock of 2000 books, There are as many boxes 
as Unions in the Sub-division, and those boxes containing 
about 20 books each are sent to the Presidents of Union 
Boards by rotation. The system is reported to be working 
satisfactorily. Itisa venture full. of potentialities and 
should be emulated by other sub-divisions, It deserves 
to be encouraged by ‘the District Board with financial 
assistance.” 
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The examples set by Brahmanbaria deserves emulation 
and adoption in other rural centres. District Boards should 
take the initiative in the establishment of travelling 
libraries and I hope the present Ministry will draw atten- 
‘tion of the District Boards to this easy method for the 
spread of knowledge in the country-side. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE BENGAL LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION. 


It may be asked what the Bengal Library Association 
is doing to improve the library conditions in Bengal? At 
the outset, I should like to point out that the financial 
condition of the Association does not allow it to take up 
ambitions schemes., However, with its limited. resources, 
it has undertaken ‘the following schemes ; viz : 


(1) SURVEY OF LIBRARY CONDITIONS : 

The first survey report of library conditions in Caleutta ~ 
and Howrah will be taken into consideration at this Con- 
ference, 

(ii) TRAINING CLASS FOR LIBRARY WORKERS : 
To impart a prelimiuary course of Training in Library 
Science. 

(iii) PUBLICATION OF A BULLETIN : The Bangtya 
Granthagar Parishad Patrika in whieh the list of 
recommended books will be regularly published. The Book 
Selection Committee started work some months ago. 

(iv) ASSOCIATION LIBRARY: A Library of the 
Association has been established which contains books 
on library technique. The Library also’ supply technical 
informations, . i | 
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(v) PUBLIC LECTURES BY EXPERTS : Lectures are- 
sometimes organised on matters of importance relating- 
to libraries.

Library Legislation is essential if we want to further 
“the movement in this province. There is no country in the 
West and in other British Colonies which has not got its 
„own Library Legislation. I hope our Premier who is also 
the Education. Minister will take the initiative in the 
matter. In conclusion, I should also like to request him to 
-make adequate provision for the libraries in the province, 

I thank you, friends, for giving me a patient hearing.. 


LIBRARY PROVISION IN BOGRA . | 


Public libraries purchase books and also,collect them 
from private sources, subscribe to periodicals and news- 
papers and generally maintain free Reading Rooms open 
to members and non-members alike. The general custom 
is to give free access to the members of the publie to the 
periodicals and dailies during the hours the libraries are 
‘open, In many cases the free reading of books is also 
permitted by courtesy. ‘Libraries are generally open 
between the hours of 6 p.m. and 10 p.m., Some are 
also open in the morning. Membership is mainly divided 
into three classes, viz, first, second, and e» third, with 
fees of Re 1/-, -/8/- and-/4/- respectively. There are 
eases where fees are much lower ranging between the 
maximum of /8/- and the minimum of /1/-. The class to 
which a member belongs determines the number of books 
"which he is entitled to take out of the Library at a time. 
Generally, the first class member is entitled t6 four 
wolumes, the second class to two volumes, and the third 
class to one volume at a time. Big libraries’ have on 
average 50 to 60 members on their rolls. The libraries 
‘are at considerable variance with one angther in respect 
‘of the number of books they contain. It is nepdless to 
point out that the urban public libraries are naturally 
better equipped and furnished than those in the rural 
areas, There ‘are, however, a few honourable exceptions, 
In fact, one urban public library, the best and the oldest 
in the district, viz., the Woodburn Pablic Library contains 
about 4000 volumes of which 3000 are in English and 1000 
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Bengali. It also maintains 10 periodicals and 4 dailies. 
both. English and Bengali. The books represent all types. 
of literature, such as novel, history, biography, criticism,. 
poetry, reference ete.’ ‘Another’ library in the town, viz., 
The Young Men’s Muslim Association Library has a total 
number of about 2000 volumes, 90 per eent of which are 
in Bengali. Here also all types of literature are available 
ona moderate scale, fiction being the most prominent, 
It is to be noted in this connection that of all the books, 
fictions, as a rule, are highly called for, and a rapid cir- 
culation of this type of literature is a universal feature. 

The readers in the town libraries comprise all sections 
of the community, students, officers and professional men. 

The rural libraries do not have high, class books and as 
such no high class readers and are confined only to the 
moderately educated or semi-literate section of the people. 


Public libraries are generally managed by committees, 
some absolutely non-official and some, partly official 
and partly non-official, With the exception of some ex- 
official members, the personnel of these committees. are 
formed by election tenable, for a certain period. The 
libraries are‘ mainly started on the munificence of the 
public who contribute lumpsome donations or otherwise 
help these institutions by providing them with books and. 
furniture. They *generally maintain themselves out of 
the subscriptions raised from their members, Only-in 
certain exceptional cases they get assistance from. local 
bodies, such as District Board, Municipality, Union . Board 
or other ‘funds. ‘The’ ‘discretionary fund at the hands of 
the District Officer also occassionally renders assistance- 
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to these institutions when it can afford to do, ৪০... It is 
evident from this stagnant condition of the existing 
libraries that they spend for their up-keep almost all that 
they earn, thus leaving a very small surplus to better 
their lot. Very few of the libraries, . excepting those 
attached to schools and the two .town libraries that we 
have specially mentioned viz,- The Woodburn Public 
‘Library and The Young Men’s Muslim Association 
‘ Library have got buildings and reading rooms of their 
own.’ Even then the accommodation can hardly be said 


+ to be either sufficient or suitable. 


The local bodies, viz. the Municipalities, District 
Boards, Local Boards, Union Boards ete., have done very 
little uptill now towards the up-keep and growth of the 
libraries for which there is a growing demand, Enthusiasm 
‘for the starting of libraries is on the increase. The idea 
that the libraries are the best means of spreading 
knowledge is fast gaining ground on the minds of the 
public, And this again is entirely due to a movement. 
which has, by its practicalness and immediate beneficial 
results, caught the imagination of the rural population 
of this district and has brought a new life to the moribund 
rural areas, We mean the ‘Palli-Mangal’ movement of 
which the Bogra district can well be proud. 


The Palli-Mangal’ movement stands for reconstructing 
villages through self-help and combined voluntary and 
co-ordinated efforts. One phase of this movement is to. 
‘eradicate the evil of illiteracy. With this object in view, 
it is trying to start as many night schools as possible. 
Already about 1500 night schools have been started 
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throughout the district.. The movement does not stop 
here, It has simultaneously adopted the establishment 
of libraries as a second weapon to fight illiteracy with. 
It has in view to open a library with each ‘Palli-mangal’ 
office in the numerous villages in the district. Many 
libraries have already been opened. The idea is to set 
up, in the first instance, as many libraries as possible 
without looking at its equipment, leaving the improvement 
to be effected in future. In many cases, Union Boards 
are helping with men and money these ‘Palli-mangal 
Samities’. In this way, Union Boards are indirectly , 
helping the library movement that is vigorously going 
on in the rural areas and which has sympathy and good- 
will of ever} one. There is an eagerness on the part of 
the public to keep themselves abreast of all kinds of 
informations impinging directly or indirectly on their 
daily life. It is to be admitted that the success within 
such a short time cannot be overwhelming. It must 
naturally be moderate and slow-paced at the present stage. 
Still, it is no mean achievement when we see that almost 
every village is vying with its neighbour to set up a 
good library of its own. These ‘Palli-mangal’ public 
libraries have now ronghly speaking, 30 to 40 volumes 
on average, the ‘big libraries containing as many as 150 
volumes, “Equipment and accommodation are inadequate. 
There are of course a few Palli-mangal Public libraries 
which compare favourably, in point of equipment and 
accommodation, with the urban libraries, Fulbari Palli- 
mangal Public Library may be mentioned as one. It 
has a spacions room containing all the requirements of 
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a library. These libraries are being started by, means 
of donations and subscriptions locally raised and by 
contributions in the shape of books and furniture from 
the generous public. The Government of India grant 
and also Collector's discretionary grant have set some of 
‘them on their legs, 

Honorary workers are gladly offering their voluntary 
service to this noble canse, There is thas no expenditure 
at presént on the part of these libraries so far as manage- 
ment is concerned, The libraries are being managed by 
committees consisting of both official. and non-official 
“members. | { 

On an examination of the financial condition of all the 
atypes of libraries we have mentioned, it becomes aband- 
-antly clear that libraries in general are not in a progressive 
condition owing to paucity of funds, The local bodies 
should bestow their special attention on these institutions. 
The Collector's discretionary fund may, in this respect, 
also be increased so that assistance may be réndered to 
ising and deserving institutions, |

- The Midnapur Public Library. 
As President of the Midnapore Public Library, whick 
was founded as far back as 1852 and was perhaps the first 
mufassil Public Library in Bengal and probably in India, 
I enclose herewith an extract from a Resolution by the Most 
Noble the Governor of Bengal on Mr. Rickett’s Report 
‘of the district of Midnapore dated the 11th January, 1854, 
and a copy of a letter dated the 15th June, 1857, of the late 
Raj Narayan Bose of revered memory in support, I extend 
to the Bengal Library Conference my sincerest greetings. 
That the work which the Bengal Library Conference has 
been doing for the last few years is of great national 
importance, no one who has followed the work of the 
American Library Association can gainsay. It is a matter 
of great regret however that the subject has yet to attract 
the attention of our public men and legislators, The 
foundation of the Library movement in England was laid 
by the Parliamentary Act of 1850, later amended by the 
Public Libraries Amendment Act of 1919. By this Act, 
the county was established asa library unit and powers 
were given to impose rates for the same. In the United 
States also the basic principle of the library movement has 
been to make Municipalities and other units of local govern- 
ment responsible for the maintenance of libraries from 
the proceeds of special rates. Is it not now the time that 
the Bengal Library Association approached the Legislators 
to follow the example of Great Britain and United States. 
and gave similar permissive—and not compulsory—powers. 
to Municipalities and Union Boards? Other activities 
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connected with the library movement in Great Britain and 
United States have been organisation of courses of lectures 
drawing attention to the books in the library, book 
exhibitions, work with children in the library, organisation 
of travelling libraries. It is true that wide prevalence 
of illiteracy in India makes all comparisons with countries 
like Great Britain and United States impossible. But 
why should not the position be properly examined ? I may 
say that I have tried in a humble way to do some work 
in this direction,’ particularly in Malda, But it is my 
experience that the ignorance and apathy of the people, 
are so great that nothing short of legislation will help. 

I hope the Conference will succeed in rousing to some 
extent the conscience of the educated public jn the matter 
and with that hope I wish i every success,

[ Extract from letter No. 7o dated 16th June 1857 
addressed to W. H. Biodhurst, Esq., Collector, 
Midnapore by Babu Rajnarain Bose, Secretary, Midna- 
pore Public Library. ] 


In reply to your letter No. 495, dated 26th Decem- 
ber 1856 forwarding copy of a letter from the Offg. 
Commissioner of Revenue, Burdwan Division, I have 
the honour to submit the following information regard- 
ing the Public Library of this station. | 


‘The Libiary was founded in the year 1852. It 
owts its origin to the philanthropic exertions of Mr. 
H. V. Bayley, the then Collector of Midnapore who 
enjoys the undisputed honour of being the founder of 
the first Mofussil Public Library in Bengal. He was 
assisted in the undertaking by the Zadmindars and 
other influential men of the district among whom a 
subscription of Rs. 2400/- was raised which was devo- 
ted to the creation of the Libiaty building and the 
purchase of bcoks, maps and other furnitures etc. etc. 
etc. The greater number of the English books in the 
library was presented by Mr. Bayley, 


Government gave no assistance towaids the 
establishment of the Library. It was during Mr. 
Rickett’s visit to Midnapore that the Library Commi- 
ttee solicited him to request Government to supply the 
Library with the Bengalee Government Gazette 
“Reports of the Sudder and Zillah Decisions” in 
English and Bengali, “Selections from the Records 
of the Bengal Government” and such other publications. 
as are issued under its auspices. In the Report which 
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Mr. Rickett made to Government in compliance 
with this request; he spoke’favotrably of the Library 
laying before Government the benefits that would 
result to the public and the encouragement the cause 
of education in India would receive from the establish- 
ment of Institutions similar to the Midnapore Library 
throughout the country and strongly recommended 
that a grant of Rs. 500 be made by Government 
to the Library for the purchase of books in addition 
to a gift of its publication. We have since obtained a 
present of Vernacular works of the value of Rs. 50/- 
from Government and have been receiving its publi- 
cations as issued from time to time. 

Nearly all of those who had received English 
education are subscribers to the Library. Others have 
at last come to appreciate its utility and have subs-, 
cribed. The list of subscribers is receiving additions 
and could we but procure an additional good collection 
of English and Bengali works, there is every prospect 
of the number of subscribers inereasing. The number 


_ of volumes at present in the Library is 2571. 


The chief utility of the library consists in keeping 
upa taste for reading among the ex-students of 
English and Vernacular schools after leaving schools. 
Those who have not been bred up in any public 
institution also receive much information from the 
library of which they would otherwise have remained: 
deprived throughout their lives. Those who prefer 
reading newspapers or discussing on interesting topics 
repair to the Library for such purposes. The number 
of such persons at present is*however small. The 
majority of the subscribers prefer sending for books 
from their homes.

ANNUAL REPORT, 1936. 


Introduction. The Association has completed the 
third year of its career since its re-organisation on the 
14th. September, 1933. It is a hopeful sign that 
abiding interest is being taken all over the province 
by both official and non-official supporters of the 
library movement. 

Membership. The number of members increased to 
1 Life, 114 Personal, 1 Supporting and 101 Institutional 
by the end of this year. The names of 2 Personal and 
1 Institutional member were: removed from Members’ 
roll as they became defaulters. 

Obituary. The Association has sustained a great loss 
by the sudden death of its Hony. Treasurer, Mr. 
Manindra Lal Banerjee, whose indefatiguable services 
towards the promotion of the activities of this Associa- 
tion would be ever- remembered by its members. It 
has also lost another interested member by the untimely 
death of Mr. Gurudas Roy of Balagarh. 

Council. The affairs of the Association was admi- 
nistered by a Council and an Executive Committee. 

The new Council consisting of 36 members including 
10 District representatives met only once this year 
on the 4th. October, 1936, and elected an Executive ` 
Committee consisting of 10 members. The resolutions 
adopted at the Anfiual General Meeting of the Associa- 
tion held on the Ist. July, 1937, were referred to the 
Executive Committee for necessary action. The follow- 
ing Standing Committees were ‘appointed according to 
. the revised constitution :—Membership, Publications, 
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Library, Propaganda, and Book-List The Budget for 
1936 was drawn up. Formal recognition was granted to 
the Howrah District Branch. 

Executive Committee. The Executive Committee held: 
5 meetings during the year. ` 

The old Executive ‘committee met on -6-1-36, 
26-1-36, 12-2-36, and 28-5-36 and the new Executive 
Committee met on 6-11-36. 

At its meeting held on 6-1-36, arrangements were 
made for opening the library of the Association. The 
invitation of the Calcutta Library Conference was 
accepted and 5 members of the Association agreed to 
attend the conference as delegates. Mr. S. Chatterjee 
-was elected representative of the Association to the 
Indian Library Association. 

At the meeting held on 29-1-36, a ” condolence 
resolution was adopted at the demise of His Majesty 
King George V. The President described. in feeling 
terms the kind hospitality received by him in various 
western countries in course of his tour on the occasion. 
of the last International Library Congress in Spajn. 

At the meeting held on 12-2-36, the Hony. Genl. 
Secretary reported that arrangements were made at. 
the Bengal Education Week Exhibition to display 
Library Literature on School Library work. The. 
procedure for conducting next general election was 
decided at the meeting. s 

At the meeting held on 28-5-36, the recommenda- 
tions of the sub-committee appointed to suggest 
ammendments to the Constitution and Bye-Laws of 
the Association were approved and it was decided to: 
‘place the same ‘before the Annual General meeting. . 
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The recommendations of the committee for organisa- 
tion of the ‘District Branches of the Association were 
accepted. | 


At the meeting held on 6-11-36, a sub-committee 
was appointed with the following members to draw 
up a scheme for opening a short Training course for 
Library workers :—Khan Bahadur K. M. Asadullah 
€ Chairman ), Mr. Pramil Chandra Bose, Mr. S. 
Chatterjee, Mr. T. C. Dutta and Mr. Prafulla Nath 
Mukherjee (Convener). The Committee agreed to 
undertake the compilation of a list of recommended 
books in Bengali including fictions suitable for Public 
Libraries as requested by the Secretary, Department 
of Education, Government of Bengal. 


Annual General Meeting. The Annual general meeting 
of the Association was held at the Imperial Library, 
Calcutta on the Ist. July, 1936, under the presidency 
of Kumar M. D. Rai Mohasai, M. L. C. 52 members 
were present. At the outset he read the message 
sent by-H. E. The Governor of Bengal conveying his 
good wishes. After delivering his address of welcome 
the President requested the Hon’ble Khan Bahadur: 
Azizul Huq, Minister of Education, Bengal, to deliver 
the Inaugural Address. The Hon’ble Minister in, 
course of his address made several suggestions for 
improvement of library facilities. The Annual Report 
of the Association for 1935 was then presented. 
by the Hony. Genl. Secretary, Mr. T. C. Dutta and 
was adopted. Late Mr. M. L. Banerjee, the Hony. 
Treasurer of the Association submitted the accounts. 
of the Association for the year ending 31st December, 
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1935, duly - audited by Messrs. George Read & Co. 
Chartered Accountants, the Hony. Auditors of the 
Association, which: were duly passed. The ammend- 
ments to the constitution and bye-laws of the Associa- 
tion as proposed by the Executive Committee were 
duly approved. - 

The following resolutions were then abd: — 

(1) That early arrangements be made by the 
Bengal Library Association to open a short training 
_ course for library workers. 

(2) That some standing committees be হিরন 
by the council of the Association, the members of 
which may be selected from the council and from 
the general committee to deal with various phases of 
Association work such as Membership, Publications, 
Library, Propaganda, Book-List etc.. 

(3) That the Chairmen of all District Boards. 
and Municipalities in Bengal be requested to make 
suitable provision of grants for the Public Libraries in 
their Educational Budgets every year. E 

(4) That all rural libraries are requested to 
` organise Night Schools under their management for 
imparting education to villagers. 

(5) That the University of Calcutta be requested 
to start a Training Department to train ‘all school 
Librarians of. Bengal as early as possible. 

District Branches. Though six District branches viz, 
Howrah, Hooghly, 24 Parganas, Dinajpur, Faridpur and 
Pabna, were formed this year, there had not been much 
activity of these branches. It -is-hoped that the 
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Secretaries ofthe. District branches would help the 
Association in consolidating library activities in 
mofussil area. Attempts should be made to form 
district branches in other districts of the province 
including the city of Calcutta, if necessary, with the 
members of the Association belonging to these. 
areas, 


Finance. There has been steady improvement in the 
financial condition of the Association. It appears that 
the membership subscription is too low to meet the 
incidental expenses of the Association and it may be 
necessary to raise the rate slightly in near future. The 
year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 74-15-0 and 
‘closed with a balance of Rs. 115-2-6. 


Total Collections amounted to Rs. 244-40 and 
Expenditure Rs. 204-0-6 only.

Lectures. Arrangements were made for delivery of 
lectures on Library Technique at different places. 
A discussion was held at the Mahabodhi Society on 
School Library Work at the time of the Bengal Edu- 
cation Week. Khan Bahadur K.M. Asadullah, F. L. A, 
delivered # lecture on “How to organise a’ Library” 
after the meeting of the Council held on 410-36 The 
President, Hony General Secretary and other officials 
of the Association delivered numerous lectures on. the 
improvement of library service at the various institu- 
tions of Calcutta and mofussil. 
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Local Bodies. The attention of the District Boards: 
and Municipalities have regularly been drawn to make 
adequate provision for grant-in-aid towards the libraries. 
It is necessary to draw the attention of the authorities. 
of the Union Boards to help in the establishment and. 
maintenance of a library in every Union at least and 
it is hoped that the District officials would help the 
Association in this direction. 

Proscribed Literature. Announcements regarding pros- 
cribed literature are being received by the Association 
regularly but complaints are often received from our 
affiliated institutions regarding non-receipt of the same 
from the local District Magistrates inspite of ভিত 
instructions on the subject. ; 


Technical Guidance. Opening of an Information 
‘Bureau, an essential requirement for the guidance of the- 
members, could not be done during this year for 
“want of a suitable place; but it may be possible to 
have the scheme materialised very soon. The Bulletin. 
of the Association would help the members a great deal 
in this direction. 

Publications. The Association has arranged for publi-- 
cation of a series of books in Bengali on various phases. 
of Library work through the D. M. Library of Calcutta. 

‘Kumar M. D. Rai Mohasai’s tata ( Library ) has been 
‘the first, publication. Kumar M. D. Rai” Mohasai’s 
পদেশ বিদেশের গ্রন্থাগার” ( Libraries At Home and Abroad ) 
would be the second, and Mr. Pramil Chandra-Bose’s 
প্্রস্থতালিকা” -( Cataloguing ) would be the third number 
of the series. The bulletin of the Association would 
be styled as “গ্রন্থাগার পরিষৎ পত্রিকা” 
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Publicity. Thanks are due to the Editors of the local 
journals such as the Ananda Bazar Patrika, the Amrita 
Bazar Patrika, the Advance, the Statesman, the Dainik 
Basumati, the Calcutta Municipal Gazette, etc. for 
publishing the announcements of the Association 
from time to time. The Editors of the Library Associa- 
tion Record and Modern Librarian have done a great 
service to this Association by publishing its activities 
from time totime. The authorities of the Associated 
Press of India and United Press of India very kindly 
helped the Association in conducting general publicity 
work and all of them deserve our hearty thanks. 

Training in Librarianship. The recommendations made 
by the Library Training Sub-committee helped the 
Association in opening the first Summer Training Class 
in Librarianship in May, 1937. under the directorship 
of Dr. Niharranjan Ray, M. A, D. Phil & Lett 
(Leyden), Dip. Lib. (Lond.) Librarian of the Calcutta 
University. 

Directory. Materials are being collected for publi- 
shing a Library Directory for Bengal very shortly. 
Names of nearly 900 public libraries have been collected. 
Statistical return forms were sent to them all as well 
as to the colleges and schools of the province. 


Conclusion. ‘It is needless to mention that the 
Association needs proper office accommodation to 
conduct its activities properly where the library of the 
Association may also be located. As the Madras Library 
Association -has been housed in the Madras University 
premises, it is hoped that the authorities of the Calcutta 
University would very kindly help the Assotiation in 
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housing this Association within its premises till the 
Association is able to make its own arrangements. 

It is hoped that sympathy and co-operation would 
be lent by all libraries, educational institutions, local 
bodies as well as the Provincial Government for the 
success of the Library Movement in Bengal.

BENGAL LIBRARY CONFERENCE 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Along with the decision to hold a Conference. im 
connection with the Annual General Meeting of the 
Association it was also decided that the Conference should: 
be held on a planned basis. The Conference Committee, 
therefore, decided upon having discussions on certain 
definite topics which were as follows :— 

1: Survey of Library work in. Calcutta and other 
municipal towns of Bengal. 

2. Ruardi and small urban libraries, 

8, College & University Libraries. 

4. School and Juvenile Libraries, 


1. LIBRARY PROVISION IN CALCUTTA AND 
OTHER MUNICIPAL TOWNS. 


The discussion on Library provisions in Calcutta and. 
other municipal towns of the province was initiated by 
Mr. Pulin Krishna Chatterjee, Secretary of the Library 
Survey Committee. Basing his remarks on his personak 
experiencg of library provisions in Calcutta and Howrah 
with which the survey began, Mr. Chatterjee pointed. 
out the very inadequate provision for and unsatisfactory 
condition of Calcutta and Howrah libraries, and the 
absence of any definite library policy on the part of the. 
respective municipal authorities. He concluded by suggest~ 
ing that Calcutta, to start with, should have atleast one. 
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Central Municipal Public. Library and four District- 
Libraries for the four municipal districts into which 
. Calcutta is divided, directly controlled and admunis- 
tered by the Corporation. This, he demonstrated, could 
be done by spending the amount of library grant available 
in persuance of a definite library policy and working, 
out in gradual steps a well-planned scheme in which a 
` Central Municipal Library shall play the most important. 
part with four branch libraries in the four districts. As 
for Howrah, which may be taken as a representative 
district centre, he suggested a centralised Municipal 
Library System to be controlled and ০০ by the 
Municipality. 


- Earlier, Mr. W. C. Wordsworth, in cotirse of a long 
and. instructive address of welcome, had also referred in 
some detail to the inadequacy of library -provision in 
Calcutta, in particular and other municipal towns in 
general. He, too, tried to impress on the audience and 
also the Calcutta Corporation authorities the need of 
having a Central Municipal Library in Calcutta ‘to start 
with, ১ 

Mr. Sanat Kumar Ray Chaudhury, Mayor of Caleutta,. 
in his address, also admitted the inadequacy of library 
provision in the metropolis, and assured ‘the Conference 
that he, as the. official head of the Corporation, would try 
to do whatever-he can to improve the condition of Calcutta 
libraries. »As to the immediate need of a. Central 
Municipal Library in, Calcutta, however,, he thought: 
that there was no very great demand for such a library 
from the citizens of Calcutta, but he assured that if the

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Corporation felt at any time that there was s strong 
demand, the Corporation would take ০০ steps to 
respond to that demand. 


In this respect, therefore, the sense of the Conference 
was that the following recommendations might be made 
to the Bengal Library Association : 


(a) The Council may ask the Publicity and Propaganda 
Committee to move to create a local demand in public 
press and platform for a Central Municipal ‘Library in 
Caleutta to start with, and gradually for four district 
libraries in the four districts. 


(b) The Council may take immediate steps to for- 
mulate two ‘detailed schemes for library provisions, one 
for Calcutta and another for the municipal district and 
sub-divisional towns of the province, and move the respec- 
tive municipal authorities to give effect to these schemes. 

(৫) The Council may move the district branches of 
the Association to prepare survey reports of library provi- 
sions in the district and sub-divisional centres within 
their respective jurisdictions and forward them to the 
Association at an early date. 


(d) The Council may also move to prepare a Library 
Directory of the province which will include not only a 
more or less complete list of the libraries, but also a 
critical account of library provisions, district by district, 
and a statistical summary. This can be done, with 
the help of the district reports already received from 
district. authorities and also personal: and institutional 
members of the Association, 


a 
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2. SCHOOL AND JUVENILE LIBRARIES. 


The discussion on the School and Juvenile Libraries was 
to have been initiated by Mr. Anathnath Basu ; but this could 
not be done owing to Mr. Basu’s illness. Mr. Basu’s obser- 
vations and suggestions were placed before the Conference 
and several members joined the discussion. The sense of the 
Conference was that very little attention had so far been 
paid towards the condition of School and Juvenile Libraries 
of the province, and that in most schools and places where 
such libraries did exist, they. were in such a deplorable 
state that the Conference thought the Association might 
suggest some ways and means to improve their condition 
and increase their number. A 

In this respect the sense of the Conference was that 
the following recommendations might be made to the 
Association ; 

(a) The Council may create a School and Juvenile 
Library Committee to review the work of the existing 
School and Juvenile Libraries of this province and for- 
mulate a Scheme for the hetterment and increase of the 
number of such libraries, 


(b) The Council may move the Corporation of 
‘Calcutta to provide fora combined School and Juvenile 
publie Library in atleast every Coporgtion Model School 
of the city to be administered and controlled by the 
Primary Education Department of the Corporation, The 
School and Juvenile Library Committee of the Association 
may suggest definite lines in which such libraries should. 
be managed aud administered. 


(c) The Council may approach tke University of 
Caleutta who are the affiliating authority of secondary 
schools of the province to insist on having the School’ 
Library equipped and administered of lines recommended. 
by the Association as a condition precedent for granting 
affiliation. 


3, RURAL AND SMALL URBAN LIBRARIES < 


The discussion on this topic was. initiated by Mr. 
Pramil Chandra Bose, who basing his arguments and 
observations on his personal experience of library survey” 
work in the rural areas of. the .Hooghly district, pleaded 
for (i) better, co-ordination .and co-operation amongst. 
the private and association libraries in the rural areas (11) 
having Travelling libraries and regular supply to delivery 
stations (ih) making the people more library-minded by 
means of regular and continuous propaganda work with 
the help of the district branch orgamsations and 
above aH (iv) enactment of a comprehensive Library Act. 
for municipal as well as for rural areas, About a dozen. 
members representing various kinds of rural and small 
urban libraries joined the discussion which centred round 
the question of (a) police interference with the work of 
some village and small urban libraries, mainly in the 
Eastern Bengal disfricts and Midnapore (b) circulating 
libraries which in atleast one instance at Rungpur proved 
to be a very fruitful method and received considerable 
response from its clientele and (c) the very inadequate 
financial resources of the village and small urban libraries. 

In this respect the sense of the Conference was that’ 


the following recommendations might be made to -the 
Association: . i 4 
, (a) The Council may immediately move to: forma 
special Committee to go deeply into the matter of- enact- 
ment of a provincial Library Legislation, the desirability 
of having a Library Act, and prepare the outlines of a 
“BIL for consideration of the Council. As the Conference 
felt that no amelioration of the condition of rural and 
small urban libraries was. possible without Library ‘Legisla- 
tion, and as the problem of. Library ‘Legislation was 
intimately associated. with. the educational provisions, 
‘specially of Primary Education, and provisions under 
the Local Self-Government of the province, the Conference 
recommends that the aforesaid Committee should proceed 
in consultation with the নি of Education and 
Local Self-Government, 

(b) The Council may invite the co-operation of the 
District Branches .and invite their suggestions as to how 
improvements canbe effected in the existing ndikong 
-of rural and small urban libraries, 

(c) The Council may move to protest to the proper 
‘authorities against upealled for police interference with 
the work of libraries by seizing books that are not banned 
either under the Sea Customs Act or under some other 
prohibiting measures, or with those libraries that are not 
directly or indirectly financed, managed and controlled 
iby organisations declared unlawful. 


4, COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES. 


The discussion on this topic was initiated by Mr. Pulin 
Krishna Chatterjee being followed by.. Dr. Niharranjan 
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Ray. While they spoke about the general condition of 
of the College and University Libraries of the province, 
their working and administration, they dwelt more or 
-less on the following points: (a) general practice 
of College Lecturers acting as Librarians in College 
Libraries ;' (b). charging an insufficiently educated clerk 
with the work of administration of the Library ; (c) absence 
of any training in Librarianship ; (d) qualifications, status 
-and pay of Librarians ; (e) defective planning of College & 
University Libraries ; (f) adoption of an uniform code of 
catalonging and scheme of classification ; (g) inter-colle- 
giate co-operation, (h) necessity of College and University 
Libraries acting as bibliographic laboratories and infor- 
mation bureaus ; (i) Open shelf versus Closed shelf system 
and (j) improved -policy of. book-selection and general 
administration. Principal Ball of Bankura College, Mr. 
A. K. Chanda, Mr. H. Z. Kabir and Dr. Satyananda Roy 
made valuable contributions to the discussion. As a 
result of this very lively and interesting discussion, the 
Conference felt that the following recommendations may 
be made to the Association : ` 


(a) The Council may move to appoint a Committee 
to go into tho details of the problems that face the 
University and College libraries of the province, and devise- 
ways and “means by which these problems can be solved. 
gradually but su ccessfully. 

(b) The Council may address the University anthori- 
ties formulating a scheme (i) for the introduction of a 
‘Diploma Course of Training in -Librarianship (ui) for 
fixing up-standards of minimum qualifications, pay and 
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status of Librarians and Library assistants (ili) for 
periodical inspection of all affiliated college libraries by 
the Inspector of Colleges with the help of the University 
Librarian (iv) for adoption of an uniform cataloguing 
code and classification scheme and (v) for inter-collegiate 
co-operation in the inter-lending of books and bibliographi- 
cal work. 


5. MISCELLANEOUS. 


Amongst miscellaneous topics discussed at the Confer- 
ence by far the most important one was on the topic of 
special libraries, A complaint was made about the absence 
of any co-operation in mutual inter-loan of books among 
the different libraries of Caleutta, while another complaint. 
was of the absence of any co-ordination of the work done 
-by .various kinds of special libraries and absence of any 
guide as to the general contents of their collection being 
made known to the interested readers, The Conference 
felt that : | i 

The ( ouncil may appoint a Special Library Comniittee 
to go into the problems of Special Libraries with a view 
(i) to have a system of inter-lending introduced among 
them, (ii) to prepare a general guide of the Special 
Libraries in Calcutta (iii) and to promote co-ordination of 
their activities. A

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DISTRICT ORGANISATIONS 





Rules Jor Guidance. 


There sbould be only one District Branch in every 
District and for this purpose the city of Calcutta should 
be considered as a District. 

Individual members or affiliated institutions on their 
own initiative or on being authorised in this behalf by 
the Bengal Library Association may call District ‘Library 
Conference in their respective districts in collaboration 
with the BENGAL LIBRARY Association to form into 
District Branches. 

The aims and objects of these District Branches should 
under no circumstances be in contravention to those of the 
Bengal Library Association and each of these duly 
‘constituted branches should be required to be formally 
recognised, 

Subject to the constitution and bye-laws of the 
Bengal Library Association the District Branch will be, 
with regard to its activities relating to the District, an 
autonomous body. It, however, shall not take any action 
other than by recommendation to the Bengdi Library 
Association, which affects other District Branch or 
Branches or the Bengal Library Association. 

The bye-laws and rules of a District Branch must 
not conflict with the constitution and bye-laws of the 
Bengal Library Association. All bye-laws and rules framed 
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by the District Branch should be submitted to the Bengal 
Library Association for approval. and no amendment. or 
addition thereof should be valid until approved by the 
Bengal Library Association. 


1. The affairs of a District Branch shall be managed by 
a District Committe consisting of at least a Chairman, a Secretary 
and 3 members. Other office-bearers may also be appointed. 
to suit local conditions. All the office-bearers and members of 
a District Committee shall be members of the Association from. 
the District conceined. 

2. All bona-fide members of the Bengal Library Association. 
(both personal and institutional) from a district shall become- 
members of that District Branch and will not be required to pay 
any more compulsory annual subscription for being members of 
the District Branch. 

3. All members shall pay their annual ডি directly 
to the Honorary Treasurer of the Bengal Library Association. 

‘4. A District Branch may get25 % of the annual subscrip- 
tions realised from the members of the Bengal Library Association 
from the district concerned. 

5. In addition to the contribution received from the Asso~ 
ciation a District Committee shall be competent to raise donations 
according to local requirements. 

6. The draft budget of a District Branch is to be submitted to. 
the Bengal Library Association for being approved by November 
-of every year. 

7. A District Committee shall meet at least twice a year. 

8. The Annual meeting of a District Branch shall be held 
before the end of January every year in which the District. 
Committee would be formed and the annual report on the 
working of the district Branch along with a statement of accounts, 
preferably audited by an auditor, shall be submitted and duly 
passed. Atrue copy ofthe report and statement of accounts 
along with the proceedings of the meeting shall be sent to 
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the Bengal Library Association as early as possible after the 
meeting, but not later than the 31st. of January every year. 
9. Under the guidance and direction of and in co-operation 


with the parent body (i. e, the Bengal: Library Association) a 
District Branch may 


(i) preparea map of the district showing the 
libraries of the district in it and the means of commu- 
nication thereto. 

(ii) deal with the question of library provision in 
the budgets of 10081 Bodies namely the Municipali- 
ties, District Board and Union Boards of the District 
and take necessary steps to secure adequate and 


suitable provision for libraries in such budgets. 

(ii) collect library statistics and report for the 
district. a 4 

(v) undertake ‘a survey of library condition in 
the district. 

(v) arrange for the inspection of local libraries 

“with a view.to help them with suggestions and practi- 
cal guidance for their improvement. 

(vi) arrange for suitable facilities for the training 
of local library workers in modern methods of Library 
Administration. , This, however, must be arranged 
under the guidance and direction and with the approval 

` of the Bengal Library Association, 


(vii) arrange, as far as possible and practicable, 
for the co-ordination and co-operation*among the 
libraries for economy and efficielicy in and extension 
of library service-in the district. 

(viii) hold meetings, lectures, exhibitions, confer- 
‘ences etc. or help other libraries to hold them for 
the propagation of the Library Movement in the 
district. 

(ix) organise a নিন of books on the district

+ belanging to the district. 
‘(x) establish a Museum to . contain. articles and 


exhibits,of local interest, and, 
(xi) undertake such other activities as. will Sabet 


the cause of the Library Movement in the district.

‘Summer COURSE OF TRAININGIN LIBRARIANSHIP.. 


i inviting Mr. W. c. Wordsworth to open the Summer 
Course of Training in Librarianship, Kumar Manindra Deb‘ 
Rai Mahasai spoke as follows : : 


It gives me great pleasure to welcome you allo on this unique- 
occasion, I mean, the opening of the Summer Training Class for 
Librarians. The need for such training was being keenly felt for 
a pretty long time but for various reasons our Association could, 
not take up the work. It, however, tried to have the work done 
through other agencies. In each and every session of tbe Bengal 
Library Conference, resolutions were passed requesting the- 
Calcutta University and the Imperial Library to arrange the 
opening of a Training Class for ‘Librarians but wW no 
action was taken. i T 

The Hooghly District Library Association, however, ae the 
initiative in the matter and as an experimental ‘measure gave the 
idea a practical shape by opening a:-Summer Training Camp at 
the Bansberia Public Library in June, 1934, for a fortnight’s 
course with Mr. Pramil-Chandra Bose as Instructor of the Camp- 
Admission was restricted to a dozen library workers. The 
experiment proved successful. As a result of such training some 
students of this, Camp were able to introduce modern library 
methods in some of the libraries in Bengal, notably the. Asansol. 
E. L R. H. E School Library and the Chandernagar Pustakagar 
which have been reorganised on modern methods with Dewey 
Decimal System of Classification. : : 

In the same year, the .Calcutta University appointed a 
committee to discuss the possibility of openmg a Diploma Course 
of Training in, Libratianship. The recommendations made by, the: 
committee were approved but no action was taken. 

In 1935, the Imperial Library opened a Training Class for six; 
months with 20 students on an All-India basis. Librarians . 
in charge of ordinary public and school libraries in Bengal badi 
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little chance of getting admission into it. No class was held 
in 1936, | 

There isa Library Training Class at Andhra University witha 
nine months? course, the Punjab University with a six months’ 
‘course every alternate year, Madras has a three months’ 
Certificate Course and a short Course for teachers during X’ mas 
holidays. These classes are mainly intended for the students of 
the province in which they are located and outside students are 
‘sometimes taken on strong recommendation as a matter of favour. 

As there was a pressing demand by library workers all over 
the province to arrange some sort of technical training for them, 
“this Association had no other alternative but to meet the demand 
‘py opening this class. A committee was, therefore, appointed 
with Khan Bahadur K. M. Asadullah, Librarian, Imperial’ 
Library as Chairman. The Committee prepared a scheme for a 
‘Summer Couise of Training and a practical shape was given to 
it by my young friend Dr Niharranjan Ray, the energetic Director 
“of our class who very kindly offered his voluntary services. 
Perhape you are aware, Dr. Ray, the Chief Librarian of the 
‘Calcutta University has recently come back from Europe after 
having his ‘training in hbrarianship in the London University 
“under the guidance of my esteemed friend Dr. Cowley, the 
Director. 

We received a large number of applications for admission into 
‘our Training Class from all parts of the country but we had to 
‘restrict our admission to those who are actually working in some 
Public, University, College, School, Government Departmental or 
‘Special Library’ of the Province. Our original intention was to 
admit only 20 students but ultimately we had to raise the maxi- 
mum to 35.% It is hoped that this elementary Course will help to 
widen the angle of visien of the Librarians, on whom will depend 
the future Making of the Nation. On the success of this class 
will depend the future efforts of our Association in organising 
training classes of this type or of advanced type. 





* Sabsequently only 29 students were taken m. 
a 
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The Association is tinder a deep debt of obligation to the- 
Director, Dr. Ray add other lecturers who have volunteered their 
services for the success of the Training Class. 

Excepting the Director, who as I have said, had his training 
in London, all other lecturers. on technical subjects are profes- 
sionally, trained men, who bad their training in one or other 
Tiaining Centres in India. i 

We are tbankful to Mr. Bottomley, the Director of Public 
Instruction, Bengal, and Mr. Syama Prasad Mookerjee the Vice- 
Chancellor of the Calcutta University and “President of the Sir 
Asutosh Memorial Institute for their valuable assistance, in the. 
fruition of the scheme. ‘ 

Our best thanks are due to my Sademed fiiend and colleague 
in the. last Bengal Legislature, Mr. W. C. Wordsworth, the 
“eminent Educationist and. Journalist for kindly accepting our 
invitation to open this class—a rather ‘novel experiment in this. 
Province. I should like to request him to declare the class open. 
‘.Dr. Ray will then introduce to you the lecturers and give you an 
idea of the programme chalked out and the ‘nature of the 
course Of studjes formulated.
